HE I5 ACCUSED OF THE KILLING OF His 
FATHER-IN-LAW. | 


Hig W ife Is the Principal Witness Against 
Him-—Ourry Protests His Innocence— 
The Coroner Investigating the Case 
To-Day— May Be a Murder — Police 
News. 


This afternoon the Ooroner is holding an 
inguest on the body of James Murphy, the old 
man who died yesterday afternoon at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Mary Curry, 
at No. 811 Bspenschied street, from concus- 
sion ofthe brain. It waslat first supposed 
that Mr. Murphy’s fatal injury was sustained 
by an accidental fall from his bed, but later 
developments aroused the suspicion that the 

‘injury which killed him was probably in- 
fliicted by his son-in-law, Joseph Curry. 

Deputy Coroner Mead, held an inquest yes- 
terday afternoon, At 8 o’clock the 
witnesses were called and sworn, 
Among the witnesses who was 
particularly wanted but who at 
that time was not to be found was Joseph 
Curry, the deceased’s son-in-law. Curry had 
been at the house all day, but when 
the Coroner made his appearance Curry 
absented himself. When Coroner Mead 
examined the room and ascertained the 
pasition of the man as he was found lying on 
the floor he asked Mrs. Curry several ques- 
tions, the answers to which were of such a 
nature that he postpohed the inquest until 
to-day and gave orders for Curry’s immediate 
arrest. 

Special Officer Mulligan was detailed by 
Capt. Sam Boyd to find Curry and arrest him. 
Two hours later the officer found his man on 
Courtols street and the Iron Mountain Railway 
tracks and told him to consider himself a 
prisoner. Cur asked the reason for his 
arrest and acted very nervous over the mat- 
ter. He was locked up at the Carondelet 
Station. This morning a call was made 
atthe residence of the Ourrys, and from the 
stories told by neighbors, Curry is in an un- 
comfortable position.

Hits WIFE'S STORY. 

The story told by Curry’s wife is very detri- 
mental tothe man. The story as related to a 
Fosr-Disraron reporter is about as follows: 
Sunday evening my husband came home 
late and started to quarrel about sup- 
per. He picked on father and abused him 
shamefully, calling *thim vile names for no 
cause wWliatsover.

Father took it all very food-naturedly and

A New Phase Develops in the Call for 
Aid From Flood Sufferers, 

There were a number of applicants for aid 
at the head quarters of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Flood Relief Committee this morn- 
ing, but there were a greater number of 
withdrawals from the lifts. These withdraw- 
als were due in part to the fact that some 
families that were needy have been able to 
take care of themselves, but in the 
majority of instances they were 
merely transfers, those who had received aid 
at the central distributing depot seeking it 
now from local committees supplied from 
St. Louis or from de . While the 

ersons in actaal need of food has 
decreased there has been a increase 
in the cali for aid in other directions, and 
while the demands upon the Mer- 
ehants’ Exhange fund are less numer- 
ous than they were the amount asked 
is heavier. As was predicted the distress ig 
manifesting itself more strongly during the 
subsicence of the waters than it did when the 
flood was at its hetght. Farmers who had a 
little money in bank were able to feed their 
families, but on going back to their farms 
find that not only have the wing crops 
been destroyed, but also that they require 
assistance preparing for a new 
one, seed corn 18 no, 
and in many cases the live 
stock has been lost. Aid is required to furo- 
ish seedand to help the farmers to replace 
draught animals and farming implements, 
The cali for help in this direction is d, aad 
will increase as the water recedes from the 
flooded lands. Local committees have done 
much to aid the sufferers, but in Many cases 
their resources have been exhausted, and re- 
course to the St. Louis tu A been resorted 
to, The shipments to ontside points were 
large to-day, and it is expected that the 
shipments will steadily increase.

Within a few days the Chicago quotations 
will again appear upon the Diack board on the 
Merchants’ Exchange and the rush from the 
rooms occupied by private wires to the floor 


At.a meeting of 
the Board of Directors of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Secretary Morgan was authorized to 
communicate with the Western Union and 
the Postal Telegraph Co., and make 
arrangementsfor securing the quotations 
This is considered to be the close of a flerce 
war waged dy the Chicago Board of Trade 
against the bucketshops. When it was de- 
cided in the courts that if 
official quotations were sent out, 
all applicants must be supplied, 
the Chicago Board of Trade determined to 
cease sending out such quotations, and for 
many months none have n posted on the 
Merchants Exchanye, after a füll trial of this 
system the Board of Directors Of the Chicago 
Board of Trade came to the ‘conclusion that 
by their action the bucketsho were aided 
rather than injured,and it w decided to 
adopt a change of policy. The Official quota- 
tions are now soid to the 
Western Union and the Postal Telegraph 
companies, who are authorized to sell them 
to such customers as they choose. The ob- 
ject of this alteration in the rules was to 
supply the quotations to the regular 
exchanges, and to cut of the 
bucket shops. The managers of the latter, 
however, feel confidant that the latter part 
of this programme cannot de carried out, as 
believed that the decision pro- 
the . Chicago Board of Trade 
‘ Giscriminationg applies 
also to the telegragh'companies. If an at- 
tempt is made to shut the bucket shops, 
the case will be at once brought oefore the 
courts.
